NOVEMBER:Phalaenopsis Doris. 
Origin: An American hybrid, Ist produced in the greenhouses of the 


Doris Duke estate. The original species ancestors came from the 
Philippines and the East Indies.Undoubtedly the best known of mod- 
ern hybrids.These lovely flowers are often called ‘Dogwood Orchids" 
or "Moth Orchids''. Flowers: are flat & round with overlapping seg- 
ments, carried 8 to 30 on long, gracefully arching sprays. Last in 
perfect beauty for months on end.Season: January to June.Plants:are 
broad,fleshy leaved monopodial epiphytes,well suited for home cul- 
ture.Need temperatures above 60° F.Slightly more shade & water than 
cattleyas and should be repotted, somewhat loosely, every year,in 
June or July, into fresh osmunda fiber (Constant dampness & heavy 
feeding rots osmunda quickly).

PMALAENOPSIS LUBDEMAMMIAMA and its varieties. 
- This exciting & exotic Phalaenopsis was first 
‘Trtroduced to cultivation in Ergland in 1864. It 
‘was collected near Manila im the Philippine Is- 
lands and named for Mr.Luddemann,a well-knewn or- 
chidist of Paris, France, From the first a great 
variation in both color & shape of the flowers 
was noticed.Some of the most distinct variations 
were given varietal names and the best of these 
are still in cultivation today. 
The flowers are quite distinct from most other 
Phalaenopsis.They are usually about 1} to 22" a- 
cross.The sepals are wider & longer than the pet- 
als & the lip formation is distinguished by the 
erect white bristles or hairs along the top side 


‘of the outer portion.Flower substance is unusual- 


ly heavy.The bloom stems come out horizontally 
from the base of the plant and surve gracefully 
downward.The plant is a monopodial epiphyte with 


leaves that are usually wider and shorter than 
those of most other phalaenopsis.Small plantlets 
are produced in profusion on the old bloom stems 
after blooming,if the stems are not cut off.With 
the main plant supporting them, these plantlets 
often will reach blooming size within the year. 
Many growers prefer to cut off the old bloom stem 
before plantlets form, however,as they feel that 
the strain of supporting them is too much drain 
on the main plant, and detracts from the subse- 
quent flowering ability.Season:late spring & sum- 
mer. Flowers last about 2 months. Culture: Is ex- 
ceedingly easy, like other Phalaenopsis, but some 
what more hardy. Plants de well in*bark but seem 
to prefer osmunda. Should be repotted every year 
after blooming.Water: keep slightly damp.Food: reg- 


ular & often.They are greedy feeders.Temperature; 
prefer 70-80°F.if possible.Never below ROOF Sun:

This very unusual & exotic group of plants has 
been cultivated since the 1830's. Their distinc- 
tive shapes & colors made them very popular with 
the early English orchid growers. Just recently, 
with the upsurge in hobby-collector interests in 
orchid growing,they have become even more popular 
which pleases us immensely, as they are some of 
our favorite orchids. 

The genus Is named for Dr.Richard Schomburgk,a 
distinguished English botanist & plant explorer, 
who established the new genus from plants discov- 
ered in British Guiana in 1840-44.Different bot- 
anists have tried to change the genus name from 
time to time and most modern students of the or- 
-chids seem to prefer to assign them to the genus 
Laelia. As horticulturists,however,we still feeb 
that the plants are sufficiently distinct, both 
In growth & flower habits to warrant a separate 
genus & we continue to call them Schomburgkias. 

The Plants are large & heavy;like extra strong 
cattleyas or laelia plants.
